During Coffee County Commission meeting 


Sheriff explains spare vehicle usage

An open discussion with 
Coffee County Sheriff Ben 
Moutes highlighted the regular 
bimonthly meeting Monday 
April 28, of the Coffee County 
Commission 

During the previous meeting 
of the commission, it was 
requested that Moates be pres- 
ent at Monday's meeting to dis- 
cuss spare sheriff’s department 
vehicles and the amount of dol- 
lars spent on maintenance for 
those vehicles. 

Last year alone, the county 
Spent over $50,000 in mainte- 
nance on sheriff's department 
vehicles, and according to the 
budget update report given by 
the county administrator at the 
last commission meeting, the 
department is nearing its budget 
amount already this year. 

Moates presented commis- 
sioners with his own breakdown 
concerning the vehicles and 
usage, and he said every vehicle 
assigned to the sheriff's depart- 
ment with the exception of one 
is currently being used for 
something or is awaiting to be 
assigned for use. 

Specifically, he spoke about 
the jail suburban, jail van, sher- 
iff’s office truck, reserve vehicle 
and cars number 1, 6 and 21. 

Moates said the jail suburban 
is assigned to the jail for trans- 
portation of | ies. especially 
food ftefis. He said something 
such as a load of bread can 
require a lot of space, and the 
suburban provides the needed 

space to transport these type 
items. 

He said the jail van is used to 
transport a large number of 
inmates -at one time, and car 
number 21 is used by the jail to 
transport inmates to doctor 
appointments, court, etc. 
Moates said car number 21 is 
driven only by correction offi- 
cers from the jail. 

He said the sheriff's office 
truck, which is a four wheel 
drive, is used to go places the 
other vehicles will not go. For

Moates said the reserve vehi 
cle is assigned to the one certi- 
fied reserve deputy the depart 
ment currently has assisting it. 
He‘said this person donates his 
time to the department without 
any pay, and he uses the vehicle 
while assisting the county 

As for cars number | and 6, 
the sheriff said these vehicles 
are used as backup vehicles. He 
said any time one of the regular 
patrol units is in need of mainte- 
nance,. it is good to have 
dependable backup cars to use. 

After explaining the designat- 
ed use for each of the vehicles, 
Moates did say the deputies 
have indicated they feel car 
number | is ready for disposal 
considering the amount of main- 
tenance work it requires to keep 
ready. :

“Personally, when I got this 
(budget update list from county 
administrator), | was blown 
away,’ Commissioner Jim 
Thompson said, “I'm not point 
ing fingers at you (sheriff) or 
these individuals (deputies), but 
something has got to be done 
about the amount of moncy 
being spent for maintenance,” 

Thompson specifically asked 
about one sheriff's deputy vehi- 
cle which had two sets of tires 
mounted within one month: 
however, Moates. was not able 
to offer an explanation because 
he said he had not had the 
opportunity to discuss it with 
that deputy 

Overall, Thompson said ‘he 
would like to see the department 
look at disposing some vehicles 
when the county purchases new 
ones, Also, he said’ he would 
like to see the shenff’s depart- 
ment work towards getting 
grants for new vehicles if at all 


possible.

Harrison appointed by City Council to 
serve on board of Elba Public Library

The Elba City Council mem- 
bers heard good news of rev- 
enue exceeding budget expec- 
tations Monday evening dur- 
ing their regular meeting. 

While the word of increased 
income was sweet to their ears, 
the down side was expenses in 
several departments were also 
higher than expected. Elba 
Mayor James Grimes didn't 
express undue concern over 
the increased expenses. noting 
that some were because of one 
time expenses that would bal- 
ance out over the next six 
months, 

Revenue for the first six 
months was. $1,490,934, or 
$209,409 above expectations. 
A portion of that was higher 
than planned transfers from the 


Water and Electric Board but 
about $40,000 was. from 
increases in sales tax revenues. 

Grimes reported that the 
City would be participating in 


the National Day of Prayer on“ 


Thursday (today) of this week. 
The event will be held at City 
Hall. 

Jimmy Harrison was 
appointed to a position on the 
Elba Library Board, replacing 
Mrs. Carolyn Brunson, who 
asked to be allowed to step 
down from her long time serv- 
ice to the public library. The 
decisions to accept her resig- 
nation and Harrison's appoint- 
ment were unanimous. 

Mayor Grimes received per- 
mission from the council to 
seck bids on removing the 
growing Umber on the East 
side of Elba’s Carl Folsom air- 
port. Bids received will be pre~ 
sented to the council for 
acceptance. Grimes said an 
agreement with the Airport 
Authority would hold any rev- 
enue received from the timber 
sale in the bank and earmarked 
for use on needed resurfacing 
of the airport runway. 

Council members reviewed 
a report from the consulting 
engineer indicating the sewer 
lagoon was operating well 
within guidelines set by the 
State of Alabama. Each mem- 
ber signed a letter approving 
submitting the report to the 
appropriate state agencies.
